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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claim 4 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim cannot depend from another multiple dependent claim. See MPEP 
§ 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claim 4 has not been further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs ( 1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

3. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Sallows et al. 
In regard to claim 1, Sallows et al. discloses a pump unit (liquid dispenser with an 

actuator) ("for vehicles" is an intended use limitation that carries little patentable weight in an 
apparatus claim) designed with a side edge along which there is provided a socket 29 ('Tor 
holding in position a bottle" is also an intended use limitation) 28 and provided with a lid 44 with 
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laterally projecting collar 26, where the socket 29 is adapted for receiving the collar 26 by 
sideways insertion of the lid 44 into the socket 29, characterized in that the socket includes two 
resilient arms 34, 36 arranged to grip around the collar (34 and 36 grip projection between slots 
30 and 32), as the arms are adapted to be displaced away from each other at the insertion of the 
bottle into the socket, and that the arms are adapted to engage the collar with snap action when 
the bottle is in its final position. 

In regard to claim 2, the arms 34, 36 are secured in the socket by their first ends and are 
extending towards their second, free ends that point largely opposite to the direction of insertion 
of the bottle into the socket. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claim 3 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Eckhardt, Inoue, Cowan et al., Eckhardt 4 834, Thurner, Ferris et al., Scott and 
Westergren et al. all disclose similar couplings common in the art.
